milch doe In the Beltsville herd pro 
luces from 3.5 to 5 quarts of milk 
.lily during tile peak production of lu r 
ine months* annual milking period. 
The best doe in the herd has a record 
•reduction of 1,287 pounds of milk and 
‘5 pounds of butterfat for one lacta­ 
tion period, while tin average output 


o f the entire herd o f 24 milch does is 
well over the 900-pound mllk-produc- 
tlon mark.

Pompons May Be Used 
in Many W insome Ways 


Pompons, large or small, play an 
important part in the 
wardrobe 
of 
ev ery well-dressed woman and In the 
interior decoration scheme. 
On baby’s 
caps, on capes, sacques, pillows, cur­ 
tains, they are irresistible and as a 
trimming for hats they are used tbls 
season with most happy effects. 
To make pompons take two circles 
of cardboard slightly larger in diame­ 
ter than the finished pompon is to be. 
Cut a generous hole from the centers 
to allow enough yarn to be caught 
through. 
Pluce the cardboard circles 
together and take a short length of 
the yarn, doubled for strength, to hold 
the pompon when finished. 
Stretch 
it between the cardboard circles, lot­ 
ting the ends hang ov er both existing 
places. Take a large-eyed long needle, 
thread with a generous double length 
of the yarn and begin 
to cov er the 
circles by putting the needle in the 
center cutout, across the bottom of the 
circles, ov er the top, down through the 
center cutout and so on, completely 
hiding the cardboard. Continue to cov ­ 
er until the ln» le in the center Is so 
small that the needle will no longer 
pass 
through. 
Pompons 
require 
plenty of yarn for effectiv eness. 
Tie 
the short strands of yarn that lie be­ 
tween the cardboard as tightly as pos­ 
sible. 
Cut the worsted yarn on the 
outside edges of the circles, take away 
the cardboards, tighten the yarn that 
holds the pompon in place. 
Fluff tin» 
pompon to make a bail and trim any 
unev eness, taking care not to spoil the 
shape of the finished pompon. 
The 
more worsted yarn used the fluffier 
and more beautiful the results will be. 
Strawberries and other fruits made of 
yarn are made in the some way, trim­ 
ming the complete ball to the shape of 
the fruits desired.

Pompons May Be Used 
in Many Winsome Ways 
Pompons, large or small, play an 
important part in the wardrobe of 
every well-dressed woman and in the 
Interior decoration scheme. On baby's 
caps, on capes, sacques, pillows, cur­ 
tains, they are irresistible and as a 
trimming for hats they are used this « 
season with most happy effects. 
To make pompons take two circles 
of cardboard slightly larger in diame- , 
ter than the finished pompon Is to be. j 
Cut a generous hole from the centers 
to allow enough yarn to be caught 
through. 
Place the cardboard circles 
together and take a short length of 
the yarn, doubled for strength, to hold 
the pompon when finished. 
Stretch 
it between the cardboard circles, let­ 
ting the ends hang over both existing 
places. Take a large-eyed long needle, 
thread with a generous double length 
of the yam and begin 
to cover the 
circles by putting the needle in the 
center cutout, across the bottom of the 
circles, over the top, down through the 
center cutout and so on, completely 
hiding the cardboard. Continue to cov­ 
er until the hole in the center is so 
small that the needle will no longer 
pass 
through. 
Pompons 
require 
plenty of yarn for effectiveness. 
Tie 
the short strands of yarn that lie be­ 
tween the cardboard as tightly ss pos­ 
sible. 
Cut the worsted yarn on the 
outside edges of the circles, take away 
the cardboards, tighten the yarn that 
holds the pompon in place. 
Fluff the 
pompon to make a ball and trim any 
unevenest, taking care not to spoil the 
shape of the finished pompon. 
The 
more worsted yarn used the flu flier 
and more beautiful the results will be. 
Strawberries and other fruits made of 
yarn are made in the some way, trim­ 
ming the complete ball to the shape of 
the fruits desired.

Best Depth for Plowing 
Will Vary With Seasons 
Commenting on an article regarding 
deep versus shallow plowing which 
appeared in a recent issue of Season­ 
able Hints Prom the Dominion Exper­ 
imental Farms, Ottawa, Canada, Prof. 
Alvin Kezer, chief agronomist, Colora­ 
do Agricultural college, said: 
“The truth of the m atter is that 
there is no one depth, shallow or deep, 
that is the best depth to plow. 
The 
best depth will vary with the time the 
plowing Is done, the soil, crop to be 
grown, the length of the season where 
die crop is to be put in or where the 
plowing is done. 
I can illustrate this 
last point by quoting the Canadian ex­ 
perience again. 
They found that any­ 
thing over the four-inch plowing In the 
Peace River country delays the wheat 
crop so that it is often attacked by 
frost, while the shallow plowing ena­ 
bles the harvest to get out of the way 
before fro>t. 
There Is no oue right 
depth, deep or shallow.”

The natives call them ntyuno, a 
word that is often heard as a cry of 
warning among them when they meet 
a column on the march.

The smallest of the 
three types is about three-eighths of 
rm inch in length, of slender propor­ 
tions, very agile in its movements and 
with comparatively small mandibles. 
These ant* appear virtually 
to

slaves; 
they 
perform 
most 
of 
the 
menial work of the community and 
carry most of the burdens. 
The tints next in size are about half 
an inch 
long, 
of stouter proportions, 
with bodies more compactly built and 
with mandibles somewhat larger thnn 
the lower class. 
They constitute the 
yeomanry, and they direct the affairs 
of the community, control the move­ 
ments of the colony and act as scouts 
in explorfng for food. 
Building or 
clearing the roadways forms part of 
their work also, and when the colony 
builds its wonderful bridges across 
narrow crevices, puddles or streams 
their bodies form the network of the 
structure. 
Those bridges are the most ingeni­ 
ous and m arv^ous specimens of insect 
engineering to be seen anywhere in 
the world. 
When completed, a bridge 
looks much like a telephone receiver 
with flares at both ends instead of at 
one. 
It is composed 
of the bodies of 
hundreds 
and thousand* 
of ants cling­ 
ing together to form the bridge 
over 
which 
the 
rest 
of 
the 
community 
passes 
In 
safety. 
The 
bridges are 
made up of five or six sections, and it 
is difficult to imagine anything more 
uniform in pattern or delicate in struc­ 
ture than the amber spans of living in­ 
sects. 
I have seen bridges hold fast 
for hours while the colony passed over. 
When the last ant lias crossed the 
bridge slowly begins to disintegrate, 
and the colony 
proceeds on Its way. 
The third caste— if it can be so 
called—is made up of soldiers, large, 
strong and well provided by nature for 
their duties.

Disease of Sweet Corn 
Is Discovered in Ohio 
A 
disease of sweet corn, which 
causes stunted 
growth 
followed by 
wilting and death of affected plants, 
has been reported to the Ohio experi­ 
ment station by several growers. 
Station pathologists state that In 
this affection, known as Stewart’s dis­ 
ease, the interiors of the stems if cut 
Just above the ground are found to be 
discolored and the sap to be thick and 
sticky, due to the presence of the bac­ 
teria which cause the disease. 
The disease is carried on the seed 
and In the remains of diseased plants 
In the soil or in manure. 
To prevent the spread of tile disease 
affected 
plants 
are pulled up and 
burned and corn Is not grown on the 
ground for at least four years. Though 
field corn is not noticeably affected it 
is not advisable to grow It upon land 
where diseased sweet corn has been 
grown, a* It may serve to keep the In­ 
fection In the soil. 


Mayans Calendar Dates 
Back to Aug. 6, 613 B. C. 
The earliest dates In New World his­ 
tory are August 6, 613 B. C., and De­ 
cember IO, 580 B. C., by the present 
system of marking time, the Peabody 
museum of Harvard university an­ 
nounces in making public the final so­ 
lution of the chronology of Mayan 
dates. 
The formal New Year had original­ 
ly stood at the winter solstice just 12 
days after the recorded date, Decem­ 
ber IO, 580 B. C„ when the calendar 
was Inaugurated. 
Other dates strong­ 
ly emphasized in Mayan records are 
March 21 and September 23, the points 
of tile equinoxes, and December 22 
and June 23, the points of the sol­ 
stices, says the Detroit News. 
Three 
famous tablets at Papenque carry the 
calculation backward from September 
23, 4.30 A. D., the day of the autumnal 
equinox, to 3373 R. C. in an effort to 
reconstruct the conditions of the nat­ 
ural year at the epoch of the Mayan 
era.

plowing is done, the soil, crop to bo 
grown, the length of the season where 
tile trop is to be put in or w’here tile 
plowing Is done. 
I can Illustrate this 
last point by quoting Hie Canadian ex­ 
perience again. 
They found that any­ 
thing over the four-inch plowing in the 
Peace River country delays the wheat 
crop so that It is often attacked bv 
frost, while the shallow plowing ena­ 
bles the harvest to get out of the way 
before fro*!. 
There Is no one right 
depth, deep or shallow’.” 


Fortune in Graveyard

killed or taken.

Very few are found w’ho died a nat­ 
ural death, and the reason for this is 
that whenever an elephant feels old 
age and death corning upon him he 
starts on

ground” of his species.

And there, surround­ 
ed by the countless skeletons of ele­ 
phants before him, he lies down to die. 
It Is asserted by scientists and hunt­ 
ers that the man who comes across 
this cemetery of elephants will find 
much wealth In the tusks that lie 
with the bones of ages of elephants.

These ants appear virtually to be 
slaves; 
they perform 
most of the

Tile ants next in size are about half 
an inch long, of stouter proportions, 
with bodies more compactly built and 
with mandibles somewhat larger than 
the lower class. 
They constitute the 
yeomanry, and they direct the affairs 
of the community, control the move­ 
ments of the, colony and act as scouts 
in exploring for food. 
Building or 
clearing the roadways forms part of 
their work also, and when the colony 
builds its wonderful bridges across 
narrow crevices, puddles or streams 
their bodies form the network of the 
structure. 
Those bridges are the most Ingeni­ 
ous and marvflous specimens of insect 
engineering to be seen anywhere in 
tile world. 
When completed, a bridge 
looks much like a telephone receiver 
with flares at both ends instead of at 
one. 
It is composed of the bodies of 
hundreds and thousand* of ants cling­ 
ing together to form the bridge over 
which 
the rest of the community 
passes in safety. The bridges are 
made up of five or six sections, and It 
is difficult to Imagine anything more 
uniform in pattern or delicate in struc­ 
ture than the amber spans of living in­ 
sects. 
I have seen bridges hold fast 
for hours while the colony passed over. 
When the last ant has crossed the 
bridge slowly begins to disintegrate, 
and the colony proceeds on its way. 
The third caste—if it can be so 
called—is made up of soldiers, large, 
strong and well provided by nature for 
their duties.

skim milk or other animal supplement 
to the feed of grain and mash.
